The Daily Appeal of the 19th inst., 
has an article over the signature of 
“Yuba,” which is without comment by 
the editor, and from its position and the 
absence of objection, must be taken as 
the view of that paper on the Senatorial 
fight now progressing. 

We should: have taken ne further no- 
tice of the article than simply to read ‘it, 
had it not contained a paragraph calling 
on us to answer. This question: which 
is asked of us by Yuba, is as follows : 

Does Plumas. county want to make 
him Senator? De you not know that 
you have the best and only route that 
isentirely free from snow, and ‘that it 
is only a matter of time when that will 
be the great Pacific Railroad route. Do 
you not know further that if the Marys- 
ville and Oregon Railroad was built to 
Chico, that it could be tapped and a road 
built ove: the mountaius chaper than it 
ever can be on the present route from 
Dutch Flat? Answer, Quincy Union ? 

We do know that we have the best 
route for the Pacific Railroad through 
Plumas county, and we further know 
that it'is only a question of time when 
the road will be built through the pass 
at the head-waters of Feather River, but 
while we know all this, and while we 
have fought it for years against the in- 
fluence of the Sac. Union, and its con- 
geners, our efforts have not been second: 
ed by the city which has: more interest 
in dollars than Plumas has in cents in 
its success, In November, 1862, at the 
time the late Mr. Judah and Mr. Hun- 
tington went down the Middle Fork of 
Feather River, the Sac. Union published 
an article in which it semi-officially de- 
clared that it was an impossibility to 
rup the road through the canon; that 
in going through that canon, Messrs. J. 
& Il. had performed a feat never before 
performed by mortal man. That on some 
of the bars the miners had to let them- 
selves down by ropes to their work.— 
This article caused many a broad grin 
among our hardy mountaineers, many 
of whom we know have performed that 
very same feat many years years since, 
with fifty pounds upon their back. We 
characterized that article at the time as 
being one prejudiced to the building of 
the Pacific Rail Road ;—nay, more, we 
have never seen avy official report from 
either Judah or Huntington, as to the 
practicability of a route through the 
Feather River Pass. 

Messrs. Sargent and Marsh accompa- 
nied Mr. Judah, from Beckwourth Pass 
as far as Long Valley, and then they 
came through Quincy, .and this recon 
noissance was made that Mr. Sargent 
might have some present knowledge of 
the route, and could speak by the book 
on his return to Washington,yet his route 
was so terrible, there were so many 
lions in the path, that he never let the 
Congress of the United States know 
there was such a place as Feather River, 
or that there was any other way to get 
into California, except by Dutch Flat. 

But this is foreign to the real ques- 
tion asked by Yuba, whether we want 
to make Governor Low Senator? Our 
position on that point is well known, and 
it was entirely useless to ask us sucha 
question ; but our opinion and choice is 
but that of one man. We do not pro- 
pose to speak for Plumas; she will 
speak her will through the Convention ; 
but the correspondent of the Appeal mis- 
takes the temper of our people, if he 
hopes to make a point for Lewis Cun- 
uingham, by personally abusing Gov. 
Low, as a miser ; by sneering at Mr. Sar- 
gent, by reflections against Mr. Shannon 
as being a poor man, and having no. in- 
terest with the Northern part of the 
State; by invective against Mr. Phelps 
for his action in securing the assignment 
to the companies constructing rail-roads 
through Stockton and San Jose to San 
Francisco, from Sacramento, nor yet by 
unbottling the vials of his wrath against 
Mr. Conness, nor yet. by “damning with 
faintpraise” Cornelius Cole in his ac- 
tiun on the Marysville and Oregon Rail 
Road Bill.
